I have  pleasure  in  presenting  the  Annual  Report 
on  the  Health  of  the  District  for  the  year  1959. 

We  had  an  epidemic  of  measles  in  the  year  under 
review,  but  apart  from  that  the  incidence  of  infectious 
diseases  remained  low.

CANCER  MORTALITY  RATE 

The  figure  for  this  year  is  1.6  per  1,000 
population,  representing  a decrease  in  comparison  with 
last  year’s  figure  of  2.1.  There  were  80  deaths  from 
cancer  in  a population  of  47,290.  Cancer  of  the 
bronchus  and  lung  accounted  for  23  deaths. 

Cancer  has  caught  the  public  imagination  to  a 
far  greater  extent  than  many  other  diseases.  It  is 
necessary  to  keep  a sense  of  proportion  and  realise  that 


cancer  is  one  of  the  three  major  causes  of  death, 
numerically  not  the  most  important.

To  prevent  or  to  lower  this  high  incidence  of 
c a r d i o- V a sc u 1 a r disease  in  the  community  is  today  and  in 
the  future  a major  public  health  problem.  The  prospect 
of  so  doing,  although  somewhat  overwhelming,  is  not 
entirely  dark. 
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For  instance  the  eradication  of  rheumatic  fevew 
as  a cause  of  heart  disease  is  well  within  the  realm  of 
possibility.  Again  recent  developments  in  Pharmacolog; 
give  rise  to  the  hope  that  by  the  use  of  tranquilizers 
the  adverse  effects  of  hypertension  may  be  controlled. 

Thirty  years  ago  few  people  could  have  believec 
it  was  possible  to  reduce  the  mortality  associated  with 
such  diseases  as  diphtheria,  smallpox,  typhoid  fever  an( 
tuberculosis  to  their  present  low  incidence.  Yet  it  i:

The  above  table  shows  the  number  of  children 
immunised  in  1959  in  relation  to  the  total  number  of 
live  births  for  the  preceding  year  (1958).  Out  of  a 
total  of  784  live  births  in  1958  there  were  584 
immunisations  performed.

Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

In  conjunction  with  the  Annual  Report  on  the 
Health  of  the  District  presented  by  the  Medical  Officer 
of  Health,  I have  pleasure  in  submitting  this  section 
dealing  more  specifically  with  the  environmental 
circumstances  of  the  District. 

A comparison  with  the  reports  for  previous 
years  will  show  that  the  progress  of  improvement  has 
again  been  well  maintained,  and  there  are  now  very  few 
places  in  the  District  where  unsatisfactory  conditions 
prevail  to  any  extent  which  would  necessitate  special 
attention  being  drawn  to  them  in  the  report. 

Indeed,  there  can  be  very  few  similar  Councils 
in  the  country  which  could  present  such  a picture  of  a 
rural  District  so  well  provided  with  the  basic  public 
amenities  such  as  piped  water  supply  and  main  drainage, 
and  provided  also  with  such  efficient  public  services 
as  are  administered  by  the  Council. 


Although,  due  to  circumstances  beyond  the 
control  of  the  Council,  housing  schemes  have  been  delayed 
in  one  or  two  parishes,  nevertheless,  the  overall  Slum 
Clearance  programme  for  the  District  has  been  kept  up  to 
schedule . 


Routine  duties  have  been  carried  out  efficiently 
as  in  previous  years,  constantly  improving  conditions  and 
safeguarding  the  health  of  the  public- 

In  presenting  this  my  sixteenth  Annual  Report, 
once  again  I wish  to  acknowledge  the  loyal  assistance 
given  by  the  staff  of  the  Department,  and  to  thank 
members  and  other  officers  of  the  Council  for  their 
continued  support  and  co-operation.

2 . WATER  SUPPLY 


Mains  Water  Supplies 

Piped  water  supply  is  provided  in  all  of  the  23 
parishes  in  the  District. 

Principally  in  the  more  rural  parishes  there  are 
152  houses  without  piped  supply,  these  are  mainly  farm 
houses  and  houses  remote  from  a water  main. 


On  1st  April,  1959,  the  Council's  Water 
Undertaking  which  supplied  water  from  the  Laneshill  Quarry 
Stoney  Stanton  to  the  six  Southern  parishes  of  Stoney 
Stanton,  Elmesthorpe,  Sapcote,  Sharnford,  Aston  Flamville 
and  Wigston  Parva  was  transferred  to  the  City  of  Leicester 
Water  Department  under  the  Ministry's  scheme  for  re-groupi 
of  water  supplies. 

This  quarry  source  of  supply  is  to  be  abandoned 
when  the  River  Dove  Scheme  c ome  s into  full  operation. 

The  whole  of  the  District  is  now  in  the  supply 
area  of  the  Leicester  City  Water  Department,  with  the 
exception  of  the  Parish  of  Croft,  which  is  supplied  by 
mains  water  obtained  from  a local  quarry  source  by  the 
Croft  Granite  Brick  and  Concrete  Company  Limited. 


Due  to  the  presence  of  calcium  and  magnesium 
carbonates,  the  water  from  the  quarry  sources  is  extremely 
hard  and  most  unsatisfactory  for  d ome  s tic  hot  water  supply 
as  hot  water  systems  become  'furred-up'  by  the  deposit  of 
the  carbonate. 

Heavy  demand  and  draw-off  for  agricultural 
purposes  in  the  parish  of  Elmesthorpe,  coupled  with 
inadequate  storage  capacity  at  the  Stoney  Stanton  Works 
caused  low  pressure  and  shortage  of  water  in  parts  of 
Stoney  Stanton  during  the  year.

Well  Water  Supply 

Samples  of  water  taken  from  some  of  the 
remaining  wells  in  the  District  show  upon  examination 
that  in  the  main  the  water  is  not  of  a satisfactory 
bacteriological  standard  for  drinking  and  dietetic 
purpose  s . 


Of  the  11  samples  taken  during  the  year,  only  3 
were  satisfactory. 

Piped  water  supply  was  substituted  for  well 
water  in  8 cases  and  4 wells  were  closed. 

In  connection  with  the  proposed  improved  water 
supply  to  the  Southern  parishes  under  the  River  Dove 
scheme  a trunk  main  is  to  be  taken  along  Hinckley  Road  in 
the  parish  of  Leicester  Forest  West.  When  this  main  is 
laid,  provision  should  be  made  so  that  piped  water  s'lpply 
may  be  available  to  the  various  houses  in  this  parish 
which  are  still  on  well  water  supply.

‘3  . SEWERAGE  AND  DRAINAGE 


With  the  commencement  of  a sewerage  scheme  for 
the  small  parish  of  Wigston  Parva,  main  drainage  is 
provided  in  every  village  in  the  District,  with  the 
exception  of  part  of  the  small  hamlet  of  Aston  Flamville. 

Sewage  from  the  19  sewered  parishes  is  treated 
at  12  sewage  disposal  works.

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These  v/orks  are  of  modern  design  giving  in 
general  very  satisfactory  effluents.  The  rapid 
development  and  expansion  of  some  of  the  parishes 
however,  has  resulted  in  some  of  the  works  becoming 
overloaded  necessitating  improvement  schemes. 

All  such  schemes  for  sewerage  and  sewage 
disposal  are  prepared  by  the  Engineer’s  Department  and 
Mr.  F.W.  James,  Engineer  and  Surveyor,  has  submitted  the 
following  details.

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During  the  year  10  cesspools  were  abolished, 
2 new  cesspools  and  2 private  sewage  treatment  plants 
were  constructed. 

In  connection  with  complaints  received, 
re-drainage  of  premises  and  closet  conversions,  153 
obstructed  drains  were  cleared,  76  drains  smoke  tested, 
162  colour  tested  and  240  opened  up  for  examination. 

Pail  Closet  Conversions 


At  the  end  of  the  war  in  1945  there  were 
approximately  2,500  pail  closets  in  the  District,  and 
over  the  past  years  the  Council  has  endeavoured  to  have 
these  abolished  by  making  grants  to  owners  who  were 
prepared  to  convert  them  to  water  closets. 

Originally  the  grant  was  fixed  at  a 
maximum  of  £7.10s.0d, , in  1957  it  was  increased  to 
£12.10s.0d.  and  in  1959  it  was  decided  to  make  a 
contribution  of  half  the  cost  of  the  work  of  conversion 
as  provided  for  under  Section  47,  Public  Health  Act  1936. 

Action  under  the  Housing  Act  for  the 
demolition  and  closing  of  unfit  houses  also  reduced  the 
number  of  pail  closets,  and  at  the  end  of  1959  there 
were  approximately  350  pail  closets  left  in  the  District, 
200  of  which  being  suitable  for  conversion  into  water 
closets,  mains  water  supply  and  public  sewer  being 
available .

There  were  27  applications  for  contributions 
towards  the  cost  of  proposed  conversions  received  from 
owners  in  1959. 


By  the  end  of  the  year  it  was  obvious  that 
those  owners  who  were  prepared  to  have  conversions 
carried  out  had  already  done  so,  or  had  given 
instructions  to  their  builders  to  proceed  with  the  work, 
and  that  only  by  using  compulsory  powers  could  the 
Council  have  the  remaining  closets  converted. 

Accordingly  early  in  1960  the  Council  decided  to 
enforce  the  conversion  of  pail  closets  to  water  closets 
by  statutory  action  under  Section  47,  (Subsection  1), 
Public  Health  Act  1936. 


Pail  closets  throughout  the  District  are 
emptied  weekly  by  the  Cleansing  Department  and  contents 
disposed  of  mainly  in  an  area  at  the  refuse  tip  at 
Thurlaston,  and  occasionally  by  discharge  into  foul 
sewers  at  suitable  manholes. 

4 . REFUSE  COLLECTION  AND  DISPOSAL 


The  Cleansing  Department  which  deals  with  the 
emptying  of  pai]  closets,  cesspools  and  the  collection 
and  disposal  of  refuse  is  under  the  control  of  the 
Engineer  and  Surveyor. 

The  Council  has  undertaken  to  empty  cesspools 
quarterly,  and  for  this  purpose  and  for  the  weekly 
emptying  of  pail  closets  a Karrier  800  gallon  special 
wagon  is  used. 

House  refuse  is  collected  weekly  from  every 
parish  in  the  District  using  a fleet  of  ten  Karrier 
Lorries,  and  disposed  of  by  controlled  tipping  at  the 
centrally  situated  tip  at  Thur]aston_ 

All  vehicles  are  maintained  and  serviced  at 
the  Council's  works  and  depot  at  Li t t let hor pe . 

Litter  bins  are  provided  by  the  Council 
throughout  the  District,  and  a Commer  Mechanical 
Sweeper  is  used  for  the  regular  sweeping  of  village 
streets . 

5 . INSPECTION  OF  PREMISES 


The  number  of  complaints  received  and  recorded 
in  the  Register  during  the  year  was  376.  Defects  or 
nuisances  totalling  1,477  were  dealt  with  at  685  premises.

6 . SHOPS 


There  are  328  retail  shops  in  the  District, 
the  majority  of  which  are  family  businesses. 

Although  the  provisions  of  Section  38,  Shops 
Act  1950  relating  specifically  to:- 
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Sanitary  Accommodation 

Temperature 

Ventilation 

Washing  Facilities 

Lighting  and 

Facilities  for  taking  meals 

only  apply  to  premises  v/here  assistants  are 
employed,  nevertheless  efforts  are  made  to  have  all 
shops  to  comply  with  the  recognised  standard. 

Where  such  shops  are  food  shops  they  are 
regularly  inspected  to  ensure  that  there  is  compliance 
with  the  requirements  of  the  Food  Hygiene  Regulations; 
such  Regulations  also  cover  most  of  the  items  required 
under  the  Shops  Act, 

In  general  the  conditions  in  shops  in  the 
District  are  most  satisfactory. 

7 . DISINFESTATION  AND  DISINFECTION 

Unclean  or  Verminous  Premises 

No  evidence  of  infestation  by  vermin  was 
found  in  any  house,  but  visits  were  made  to  4 houses  and 
verbal  notices  given  to  the  occupiers  to  keep  the  premises 
in  a more  cleanly  state. 


Complaints  were  received  from  occupiers  of  8 
houses  of  infestation  by  wasp’s  nests.  These 
infestations  were  treated  and  the  nests  destroyed,  a 
charge  of  7/6d.  being  made  for  such  service. 


Terminal  disinfection  was  carried  out  in  10 
cases  after  Infectious  Disease. 

8 . SMOKE  CONTROL 


Smoke  Control  Areas 


In  July  1959,  the  Public  Health  Committee 
gave  careful  consideration  to  a report  on  the  provisions 
of  the  Clean  Air  Act  1956  relating  particularly  to  Smoke 
C ontr  ol  Areas. 

As  the  Council  had  already  adopted  a Byelaw 
requiring  approved  firegrates  capable  of  burning  smokeless 
fuels  to  be  fitted  in  new  houses,  it  was  decided  to  follow 
a progressive  programme,  whereby  new  housing  estates 
should  be  made  Smoke  Control  Areas,  and  later,  consideration 
should  be  given  to  extending  such  areas  to  include  other 
urbanised  parts  of  the  District. 
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The  Eyres  Mon sell  Estate  in  the  parish  of 
Glen  Parva  was  scheduled  to  be  dealt  with  as  the  first 
stage  of  this  programme.  Unfortunately  during  the 
year  proposals  were  made  to  the  Local  Government 
Commission  set  up  to  review  Local  Government  areas 
which  materially  affected  this  part  of  the  District, 
and  accordingly,  for  the  time  being  the  declaration  of 
this  estate  to  be  a Smoke  Control  Area  has  been 
regretfully  deferred. 

Prior  Approval 

Under  the  provisions  of  Section  10,  Clean  Air 
Act  1956  plans  submitted  under  Building  Byelaws  must  be 
rejected  unless  the  height  of  the  chimney  is  sufficient 
to  prevent  the  smoke  from  becoming  a nuisance,  and  under 
Section  3 of  the  Act  notification  must  be  given  of 
intention  to  install  any  new  furnace. 

In  submitting  plans  and  specifications  the 
owner  may  apply  for  Prior  Approval,  whereby  the  Council 
approve  the  proposed  installation  as  complying  with  all 
requirement  s . 

Two  applications  were  received  and  given 
Prior  Approval  in  1959. 

1.  Proposed  Secondary  Modern  School, 

Off  Avon  Road,  Braunstone 

in  respect  of  oil-fired  boiler  plant  - 
subject  to  chimney  height  being  increased 
to  40  feet 

2.  Glenfield  Junior  and  Infants  School, 

Stamford  Street,  Glenfield 

in  respect  of  new  oil-fired  boiler  plant 


Improvements  to  firing  arrangements  to 
existing  furnaces  were  made  in  4 cases. 

In  2 factories  - in  Blaby  and  Cosby 
underfeed  stokers  for  the  burning  of  bituminous  coal 
were  installed. 

Existing  coke-fired  plants  in  2 factories  in 
Cosby  and  Enderby  were  fitted  with  special  controlled 
forced  draught  apparatus. 
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Gross  pollution  of  the  air  in  Croft  took  place 
by  the  emission  of  grit,  dust  and  smoke  from  a Tarmacadam 
Works. 


As  a result  of  informal  action  alterations  were 
made  to  the  plant,  and  the  nuisance  abated. 

9 . RODENT  CONTROL 


For  the  administration  of  the  Prevention  of 
Damage  by  Pests  Act  1949,  the  Council  maintains  a Rodent 
Destruction  Service,  employing  a Rodent  Operator  provided 
with  a fully  equipped  light  van. 

Treatment  for  the  destruction  of  rats  and 
mice  at  private  dwellings  is  carried  out  free  of  charge 
as  a public  service,  but  full  charges  are  made  for  work 
on  all  other  types  of  premises. 

All  premises  and  lands  owned  by  the  Council 
are  regularly  inspected  and  treated  against  rodent 
infestation.

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Sewer  Treatments 


The  foul  sewers  in  the  various  parishes  in  the 
District  are  regularly  test-baited,  and  treated  where 
necessary  for  rodent  destruction  by  baiting  in  the  manholes 

Throughout  the  District  the  foul  sewers  are  of 
piped  construction  affording  very  little  harbourage  for 
rats,  and  accordingly,  the  sewers  are  comparatively  free 
from  infestation. 

Certain  sections,  particularly  where  there  are 
storm  water  overflows  do  however  become  infested,  and 
treatment  is  concentrated  in  such  sections. 

Sewers  which  are  otherwise  free  from  infestation 
become  infested  near  new  building  sites,  due  to  rats  from 
the  surface  gaining  access  to  the  sewers  through  new 
drainage  connections  which  are  left  open  during  building 
opera  t i on  s .

10 . MILK  SUPPLY 


Dairies  and  Distribution 


Since  1955  the  Blaby  Rural  District  has  been  a 
Specified  Area,  wherein  only  Designated  Milks  such  as 
Tuberculin  Tested  (raw  milk),  Pasteurised  and  Sterilised 
(heat  treated)  may  be  sold,  and  such  milks  only  in 
bottles  to  the  general  public. 

Although  a great  quantity  of  milk  is  produced 
at  the  dairy  farms  in  the  District,  the  bulk  of  it  is 
sent  into  the  large  dairies  in  Leicester  where  it  is  heat 
treated.  These  large  dairies  supply  and  distribute 
bottled  milk  to  a considerable  extent  in  the  District. 

Milk  is  however  pasteurised  at  three  dairies 
in  the  District,  at  Enderby  by  the  H.T.S.T.  process,  and 
at  Blaby  and  Stoney  Stanton  by  the  Holder  process.

Biological  Examination  of  Milk  Samples 

Samples  of  milk  are  regularly  taken  from  T.T. 
milk  supplies,  both  produced  and  retailed  in  the  District, 
and  submitted  to  the  Public  Health  Laboratory  for 
biological  examination,  to  determine  if  any  of  the  supplies 
are  infected  with  M . T ube r c u 1 os i s or  Brucella  Abortus. 

Seven  samples  were  taken  during  the  year  and 
all  found  to  be  free  from  infection. 

] 1 . ICECREAM 

No  icecream  is  now  manufactured  in  the  District 
but  114  premises  are  registered  for  the  sale  of  pre-packed 
icecream. 


Samples  of  icecream  are  taken  when  available 
throughout  the  year,  but  principally  during  the  Summer 
months,  and  submitted  to  the  Public  Health  Laboratory  for 
bacteriological  examination. 
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At  the  Laboratory  the  samples  are  prepared  and 
subjected  to  the  Methylene  Blue  Reaction  Test  and  graded 
into  provisional  grades  varying  from  1 to  4. 

It  is  generally  accepted  that  samples  in 
provisional  Grades  1 and  2 may  be  considered  to  be 
satisfactory,  and  samples  in  Grades  3 and  4 unsatisfactory. 

Owing  to  the  numerous  factors  governing  the 
hygienic  quality  of  icecream,  it  is  unwise  to  pay  too 
much  attention  to  the  bacteriological  results  on  any 
single  sample.  Judgement  should  be  based  rather  on  a 
series  of  samples.  It  is  suggested  that  over  a six- 
monthly  period,  50  per  cent  of  a vendor’s  samples  should 
fall  into  Grade  1,  80  per  cent  into  Grades  1 or  2,  not 
more  than  20  per  cent  into  Grade  3,  and  none  into  Grade  4.

12.  MEAT  INSPECTION 


For  the  purpose  of  meat  inspection,  1,398  visits 
were  made  to  the  11  licensed  slaughterhouses  in  the 
District  where  10,625  animals  were  slaughtered  during 
the  year . 


The  small  amount  of  meat  condemned  gives  an 
indication  of  the  general  good  quality  of  the  meat  supply 
in  the  District. 

Slaughterhouses  and  Slaughtering 

When  control  of  meat  supply  and  meat  rationing 
ended  in  1954,  the  Council  had  to  consider  the 
slaughtering  facilities  needed  for  the  District,  and 
the  re-opening  of  private  slaughterhouses  which  had  not 
been  in  use  since  1939. 

A reasonable  standard  was  adopted  with  the 
result  that  12  of  the  former  19  slaughterhouses  were 
temporarily  licensed  for  a period  of  five  years. 
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These  slaughterhouses  were  originally  intended 
to  be  used  for  the  slaughtering  needs  of  the  local 
butchers,  but  in  the  last  few  years  the  amount  of  kill 
in  two  of  the  slaughterhouses  has  greatly  increased, 
resulting  in  conditions  which  make  hygienic  operation 
and  efficient  meat  inspection  most  difficult  to  maintain. 

Only  the  fact  that  the  quality  of  the  animals 
slaughtered  has  been  exceedingly  good  has  enabled  the 
meat  inspectors  to  carry  out  their  duties  effectively 
under  such  conditions. 

Under  the  Slaughterhouses  Act  1958  and  the 
Slaughterhouses  (Reports)  Direction  1959,  the  Council 
will  have  to  review  the  position  regarding  slaughtering 
and  slaughterhouses  in  the  District,  and  submit  a 
report  to  the  Minister  of  Agriculture,  Fisheries  and 
Food  by  November  1960. 

Much  improve  men  t will  have  to  be  made  to  bring 
the  existing  private  slaughterhouses  up  to  the  new 
standards  laid  down  by  the  Slaughterhouses  (Hygiene) 
Regulations  and  the  Slaughter  of  Animals  (Prevention  of 
Cruelty)  Regulations,  if  they  are  to  be  permitted  to  be 
kept  in  use .

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OTHER  FOODS  INSPECTION 


The  opinion  of  the  Public  Health  Inspector  is 
often  asked  for  by  shop-keepers,  canteen  managers  and 
other  people  dealing  with  food,  as  to  whether  or  not 
certain  foodstuffs  are  fit  for  consumption.  Occasionally 
it  is  found  that  the  particular  article  of  food,  although 
not  unfit,  is  by  its  condition,  unsaleable.  In  such 
circumstances  arrangements  are  generally  made  for  the 
return  of  the  foodstuff  to  the  manufacturers  or 
wholesalers  for  r e- pr oc e s s i ng , salvage  or  other  disposal. 

When  the  foodstuff  is  found  to  be  unfit  for 
human  consumption,  it  is  condemned  and  voluntarily 
surrendered  to  the  Inspector  who  arranges  for  its 
disposal  and  destruction.

Disposal  of  Condemned  Food 

All  condemned  meat  and  offal  is  stained  with  a 
special  green  dye,  and  when  suitable,  is  allowed  to  be 
used  for  animal  feeding  after  sterilisation. 


When  unsuitable  for  such  purpose  it  is  either 
burnt  or  dealt  with  like  other  unsound  food,  being 
collected  and  conveyed  in  the  Public  Health  Department 
van  to  the  Council’s  refuse  tip  where  it  is  suitably 
disposed  of  by  burying  under  supervision. 


Occasion;  Occasionally  a complaint  is  received  from  a 
purchaser  that  some  article  of  food  is  unsatisfactory. 
Such  complaints  are  very  carefully  investigated,  and  in 
the  majority  of  cases  the  matter  is  settled  to  the 
satisfaction  of  everyone  concerned,  the  food  in  question 
generally  being  replaced. 
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Where  however  circumstances  are  such  that  it 
is  felt  that  the  matter  should  receive  further  attention 
for  possible  action  under  the  provisions  of  the  Food 
and  Drugs  Act,  the  case  is  reported  to  the  Public  Health 
Committee  for  consideration. 

It  was  not  necessary  to  take  any  such  action 
during  the  year. 

14 . FOOD  PREMISES 


Progress  has  been  maintained  in  applying  the 
provisions  of  the  Food  Hygiene  Regulations  to  food 
premises . 

In  general  there  has  been  excellent  co-operation 
between  shopkeepers  and  f ood- h a n d 1 er s and  the  Public 
Health  Department  resulting  in  the  attainment  of  a very 
good  standard  in  the  District.

SLUM  CLEARANCE 


The  easing  of  restrictions  and  lowering  of 
interest  rates  in  1959  gave  impetus  to  the  Council  house 
building  programme,  but  nevertheless,  the  slow-down 
enforced  in  the  previous  two  years  still  caused  a 
shortage  of  new  Council  houses  which  prevented  any 
extension  of  the  Slum  Clearance  Programme.

In  the  Slum  Clearance  programme  submitted  by 
the  Council  in  1955  to  the  Minister  it  was  planned  to 
deal  with  approximately  350  unfit  houses  over  a period 
of  5 to  8 years. 


With  the  c ommenc  ement  of  new  housing  sites  in 
Whetstone  and  Countesthorpe  it  is  now  possible  to  go 
forward  with  Slum  Clearance  in  these  two  parishes,  but 
the  programme  for  Narborough  and  Littlethorpe  is  still 
deferred  pending  the  acquisition  of  a housing  site. 

REPAIR  and  RECONDITIONING  OF  HOUSES 

It  is  now  considered  that  a house  to  be  fit  in 
every  respect  for  habitation,  should  be  provided  with  a 
fixed  bath  or  shower  in  a bathroom,  a wash-hand  basin, 
a hot  water  supply,  a water  closet  in  or  contiguous  to 
the  dwelling,  and  satisfactory  facilities  for  storing 
food,  yet  in  current  legislation  no  power  is  given  to 
Local  Authorities  to  require  owners  to  provide  such 
a men i ties. 


Indeed  some  landlords  appear  to  consider  their 
tenanted  houses  quite  fit  for  habitation  provided  the 
roofs  do  not  leak,  a cold  water  tap  is  provided,  and 
there  is  a water  closet  available  some  distance  up  the 
garden  which  may  be  shared  by  the  tenants. 

Recent  legislation  for  the  making  of  Improvement 
Grants  and  Standard  Grants  under  the  House  Purchase  and 
Housing  Act  1959,  has  had  little  effect  in  inducing 
landlords  to  recondition  sub-stanaard  houses,  the  great 
majority  of  applications  for  grants  coming  from 
owner- occupiers . 

1 6 . MOVEABLE  DWELLINGS 


There  is  one  licensed  caravan  site  in  the 
District  upon  which  12  caravans  are  stationed,  and  in 
addition  annual  licences  have  been  issued  to  34 
occupiers  of  caravans  stationed  on  individual  sites 
throughout  the  District. 
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Very  many  enquiries  have  been  received  from 
persons  who  desire  to  bring  caravans  into  the  District, 
but  there  would  appear  to  be  a lack  oi  suitable  sites  in 
respect  of  which  Planning  Approval  could  be  given  and  a 
licence  issued  under  Section  269,  Public  Health  Act  1936. 

Although  several  contraventions  of  the  law 
relating  to  the  stationing  of  caravans  have  been  reported 
upon,  because  of  difficulties  of  enforcement,  and  other 
circumstances  the  Council  has  been  reluctant  to  institute 
proceedings . 

In  one  case,  however,  a summons  was  taken  out 
and  a conviction  obtained  for  the  stationing  of  a 
caravan  without  a licence  having  been  issued. 

It  is  anticipated  that  the  Caravan  Sites  and 
Control  of  Development  Act,  due  to  come  into  operation 
in  1960,  will  introduce  a new  system  of  licensing  caravan 
sites,  and  do  much  to  solve  the  present  difficult  problem. 


17 . FACTORIES 

With  the  general  growth  and  development  of  the 
District  several  new  factories  have  been  built  in  the 
past  few  years,  and  others  are  planned. 

As  well  as  Agriculture,  Horticulture,  Stone 
Quarrying  and  Sand-digging,  and  in  addition  to  small 
workplaces  and  works  of  building  operations,  there  are 
now  155  premises  on  the  Register  of  Factories  in  some 
of  which  the  foil  owing  industries  are  established.

19.  PETROLEUM  INSTALLATIONS 


All  places  where  petroleum  spirit  and 
inflammable  pe t r o le u m- b a s e d mixtures  are  stored  are 
controlled  by  the  Council  by  the  issue  of  annual  licences 
under  the  Petroleum  (Consolidation)  Act  1928. 

In  the  interests  of  public  safety  and  fire 
prevention  the  recommendations  set  out  by  the  Home 
Office  in  the  Model  Code  of  Principles  of  Construction 
and  Licensing  Conditions  for  the  storage  of  petroleum 
and  Petrol  Filling  Stations  have  been  adopted  by  the 
C ounc i 1 . 
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Sixty-seven  licences  are  in  force  in  respect 
of  installations  at  28  petrol  filling  stations,  and 
storage  of  petroleum  at  39  other  premises 

Five  new  underground  petrol  storage  tanks 
were  installed  and  pressure  tested  during  the  year. 
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
